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Brown has been named as assistant 
registrar for this vicinity and has 
the blanks to be used by aliens in reg 
Isterlng. 


The registering Is done under au- 


thority ot a proclamation Issued by 
President Wilson last November and 
the attorney general of the United 
States has prescribed the rules and 
regulations 
for 
registering 
alien 


enemies and has fixed the time as the 
4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th days of 
February, inclusive, 
between the 


hours of 6 a m and 8 p m on each 
of those days. 


For the purpose of obtaining these 


registrations the attorney 
general 


~has requested the postoffice depart 
meat to carry out the details of such 
registrations in communities of less 
than 5,000 population In making the 
registrations 
the postmaster must 


take the finger print of the applicant 
who must also supply four photo 
graphs of himself 
After being regie 


tered the alien may not change his 
residence without making application 
to" the postmaster and receiving per- 
mission to do so

The woman's bateau of the Ameri- 


can Red Cross has Issued a very help- 
ful leaflet for the benefit of those who 
are willing to sew fqr hospitals. Under 
the head of "Hospital Garments am 
Supplies" this circular enumerates the 
various kinds of garments and hos- 
pital linen that are needed, nnl tabu- 
lates the ratio of these needs—that 1* 
tells what things are needed In large 
quantities and what In smaller quan- 
tities. The Ited Cross gathered Its In* 
formation first hand from American 
and French hospitals, co-operatln| 
with the Bed Cross commission U 
Paris. 
It seems that the needs ol 


American and French hospitals vary 
a little, but not in many particulars. 


The circular says: "Anticipating tbe> 


severe cold of the winter In France, 
the report emphasizes the need ol 
warm materials, such as outing flan- 
nels, heavy bath robing, etc., for hos- 
pital garments. Models for garments 
were sent to the woman's bureau by 
tht committee In Paris and were given 
to the standard pattern companies, 
which agreed to Issue patterns In 
strict conformity with thorn, so that 
the woman who wishes to make any of 
the needed garments may get a correct 
pattern from any one of the promt* 
oent pattern companies. 
The gar- 


ments which will probably be needed 
In largest quantities are pajamas and 
hospital bed shirts. Pajamas should 
it made of flannel or good outing flan- 
nel, for winter use. The pattens for 
*n garment* are Issued In two alio*,

and French hospitals,

American and French hospitals vary 
a little, but not In many particulars. 


The circular says: "Anticipating the 


severe cold of the winter In France, 
the report emphasizes the need oi 
warm materials, such as outing flan- 
nels, heavy bath robing, etc., for hos- 
pital garments. Models for garments 
were- sent to the woman's bureau by 
tht committee In Paris and were given 
to the standard pattern companies, 
which agreed to Issue patterns In 
strict conformity with thorn, so that 
the woman who wishes to make any of 
the needed garments may get a correct 
pattern from any one of the promi-
